Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Discussed the "inventive step(s)" of the independent claims to help clarify applicant's response to Paper No. 28. 
Mr. Clark explained that the use of silicon nitride with a specific stoichiometric ratio as the first layer on a glass 
substrate, rather than conventional silicon oxide, results in the ability to orientate the grains of the active layer away 
from a <1 1 1> orientation in a crystallization step involving catalyst and also reduces undesirable trapped hydrogen in 
the nitride layer, both qualities which would otherwise adversely affect device performance.
